-In exercise of the powers conferred by th* 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and all other powers 
enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Delhi and Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands Civil Service Rules, 1971 p namely:— 

(1) These rules may be called the Delhi and Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands Civil Service (Amendment) Rules, 1938. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette, 


1 In role 1 of the Delhi and Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
Civil Service Rules, 1971, (hereinafter referred to as the Princi¬ 
pe] Rules) for clause (d), the following shall b3 substituted, 
namely ; - 

*(d) “member of the service tf means a panon appointed 
in a substantive capacity to any of thi grada of the 
service, and includes a person appointed on probation 
to Grade IT of the Service.* 

3. In the Principal Rules for sub-rules (2) and (3) of rule 3, 
tho following shall be substituted, namely:— 

*(2) Tho service shah have tho following thro: grades, 
namely : 

(i) Junior Administrative Grade; 

(li) Grade I (Selection Grade); and

‘Appointment to Junior Administrative Grade and to Selec¬ 
tion Grade, 

(1) Appointments of members of service to the Junior 
Administrative Grade shall bo made by promotion on 
selection basis on the recommendation of the Selection 
Committee.

(2) An officer with a minimum of five years of regular service 
in Grade I shall be eligible for being considered for 
promotion to Junior Administrative Grade. 

NOTE: However, foi vacancies occuring upto 31-12-1991, 
an officer with at least four years regular service in Grade I 
shall also be eligible for being considered for appointment 
to Junior Administrative Grade provided he has got a minimum 
12 years of combined regular service in Grade I and Gradc-II. 
Provided that any service rendered in Grade II which was taken 
into account for promotion to Grade I by a duly constituted 
D.P.C. will bo doomed to bo regular service for the purpose of 
reckoning qualifying years of service; 

Provided further that service rendered in an equivalent post 
In a Stato Civil Service or in Grade II of the Delhi and 
Himachal Pfadesh Civil Service or Delhi, Himachal Pradesh 
and Andaman and Nicobar Islands Civil shall count towards 
the 12 years period; 

Provided further that whore a Junior person is considered 
for such appointment, all persons senior to him shall also be 
considered for promotion to Junior Administrative Grade 
provided they have put in at least four years regular service in 
Grade -I. 

(3) The crucial date for determining the eligibility of officers 
for promotion to Junior Administrative Grade shall 
be 31st December of the year in which the vacancy has 
occured, 

NOTE: For promotion to the Junior Administrative Grade 
year-wise panel will be prepared from the year 1986 i.e. w.c.f. 
the year in which the Junior Administrative Grade has been 
created and the crucial date will be 31st December of the 
year to which the panel pertains.
